The old pioneer 
who passes Along this Summer, on 
his way to the Centennial, will hardly 
recognize the spot which furnished 
him such refreshing rest in years 
past. A flourishing town, not dream- 
ed of then, will appear, laid out even- 
ly with vide, rectangular streets, 
having substantial stores and public 
buildings and handsome residences; 
and showing a decided tendency to 
ambition in the various projected im- 
provements. Being the county seat 
the court house is here, and is a large 
well arranged brick structure, in 
that portion of the town built on the 
south side of the Truekee river, and 
which is reached by a substantial 
bridge. A little northeast, and in 
full view of the town, ia the site of 
the State prison, now being built. 
Here also will be located the female 
seminary, which is under the control 
of Bishop Whitaker, of this diocese. 
The site for this building has been 
donated by the R. R. Co. Being the 
outlet for a large northern and north 
western territory, Reno has some 
importance as a shipping point and 
depot of supplies for many large cat- 
lie ranches, some of which are 200 
miles distant. About 2,000 men are 
employed in the hills, from 7 to 15 
miles off, in getting wood and timber 
for the mines at Virginia and vicinity 
and in attending to the flume in 
which it is conveyed. The immense 
water power furnished-by the Truekee 
river hereby provides facilities for 
manufacturing which are sure to be 
availed of as the need for such en- 
terprises is developed. 
Bnt that 


which assures the permanent pros- 
perity of the town is the 


AOBICDLTUBAL VALUE 


Of the surrounding country. This 
was not appreciated by the first set- 
tlers, who passed by with contempt 
the sagebrush plain, which presented 
only the idea of continued sterility, 
and sought the meadow land which 
produced the native grasses. This 
being all settled, the next to arrive 
were compelled to go out on tbe 
plain, and it was soon ascertained 
that with irrigation these lands yield- 
ed most liberal crops, and was in 
every way superior to the meadows. 
In the whole basin there are from 
80,000 to 100,000 acres which can 
and will be irrigated, a large portion 
of which is within the reach of the 
ditches already in operation, and 
from 15,000 to 20,000 are now in cul- 
tivation, and tbe cultivated acreage 
is being largely added to each year. 
The singular spectacle is everywhere 
seen of an unreclaimed sagebrush 
waste divided only by a fence from a 
flourishing 
field 
of alfalfa, which 


seems to be almost as mnch at home 
as in the rich valleys of California. 
Water alone was needed to make this 
apparent desert a fertile plain, rival- 
ing in richness the silver bearing 
rocks by which it is surmounted. 
Ditches are already in position to sup- 
ply large portions of the valley, and 
new ones are being constructed and 
projected to provide irrigation for 
the whole tract. Of course, under 
these developments land near town 
has rapidly advanced in prices, and 
changes hands at from $50 to SICK) 
per acre, and at these prices is con- 
sidered a profitable investment, when 
the first season's cropping will almost 
pay for the land and all the cost of 
preparing it. A few miles away there 
is yet much which nan be bought for 
from 85 to $15 per acre, which will 
be, when cleared, of equal value to 
that now under cultivation. 
The 


grains, alfalfa, potatoes, all kinds of 
vegetables, and both large and small 
fruit are profitably grown. The pro- 
pinqnity of the mining camps and 
towns affords an excellent market, 
and two railroads and numerous good 
country roads give unusual facilities 
for rraching it. 


TBM OltOWINO. 


Both frnit and forest trees grow 


rapidly, and it will b« but a few 
years before the bare look which* their 
absence givesfthe landscape will be 
removed by the growth of the or- 
chards and ornamental trees vkicb 


have been planted. Bat much more 
remains to be done in this line, and 
the writer suggests to yournnmerous 
readers ia this valley, thai they 
should plant a greater variety of 
shade and ornamental trees. Hither- 
to so many of one kind have been 
planted that the general effect must 
be monotonous. 
The presence of 


another nursery will give increased 
opportunities of selecting what suits 
the tastes or needs of each. This is 
one afforded by the enterprise of Mr. 
Chapin, who is now planting a nur- 
sery on the Steamboat Springs road, 
just out of town. 
On the opposite 


side of the town, Mr. Stephen Con- 
nor has had a small nursery for some 
years past. 


A NKVAD.V CHOP. 


Having said above that the first 


crop will sometimes pay for the land 
and all the cost of preparing it for 
cultivation, maybe'it will better to 
give actual results in figures, as ob- 
tained from a practical and success- 
ful man, Mr. A. J. Hatch. Mr. H. 
has one field in alfalfa, of which he 
gives the following data:

On this piece of land the cost of 


clearing off the stone was equal to 
first cost of land, and yet the firtt 
season's crop came within $52 of 
making the whole transaction clear 
profit. On much of the land the 
cost of clearing will not exceed $5 
per acre, while on some it would be 
greater than 
the estimate above 


given. 


STOCK RAISING. 


The grass on the mountain sides, 


at some seasons, and in the deep can- 
ons all the year, affords pasturage 
and shelter for thousands of sheep, 
which is one of the most profitable 
stock interests 
of tbe 
country. 


Large flocks are owned and pastured 
on the adjacent public lands. At 
this date shearing is going on, 
(which is done here butonce a year,) 
and the depot platforms are filled 
with bags of wool, waiting for ship- 
ment. About 100,000 pounds will be 
•hipped from here this year. Tile 
cattle ranches are, for tbe most part, 
Farther off, but large herds are owned 
by settlers in this valley, and the in- 
terest is constantly increasing. Since 
it is ascertained that alfalfa is so well 
adapted to this soil, and the cattle 
fatten on it so rapidly, and that so 
fine a quality of beef is produced, a 
large business will soon spring up in 
Winter feeding, and thus much fa- 
il it ata the wintering of stock. When 
a large portion, of this productive 
valley is yielding its liberal crops of 
alfalfa, many more cattle may be 
kept in the hills during the Summer, 
having the certainty of a bountiful 
Winter provision here.

OP NORTH. 


We hear that considerable appre- 


hension is felt in Modoc county, Gal., 
especially in the neighborhood of 
Surprise Valley, lest the deep mows 
upon the iurronnding mountains 
should suddenly melt nnder the warm 
sun and occasion a disastrous flood 
which would in all probabilities rnin 
the entire grain and garden crops, 
thereby (educing the majority of the 
people to almost beggars. By the 
majority we mean the farming class, 
who depend altogether on their grain, 
hay, garden-stuffs, etc., for a living 
through the hard Winters, which are 
exceedingly severe in that section of 
country, and when during the largest 
part of the Winter, teaming IB impos- 
sible. If such a flood should occnr 
at this time it would undoubtedly in- 
jure this town in some respects, as 
Reno is the nearest market for the 
produce of that country, and the trade 
would be a stand-still for a year or 
more. >For the last eight years the 
people of Surprise Valley and the 
section of country surrounding have 
been struggling to gain a livelihood 
in many ways, such as ranching, lum- 
bering and stock-raising, but like a 
fly in molasses, the fates seem to be 
against them. Reno is the nearest 
shipping point, as we Mid before, 
and even it is too far off, for they 
have tried to ship produce to Reno, 
but find it does not pay at all, thongh 
teamsters who travel between the two 
points sometimes load with grain, 
which, even when grain is selling at 
good figures, only pay the expense of 
the tiip. For the last two years they 
have been building their hopes on 
the probability of a railroad being 
constructed through that country 
from Winnemncca directto Portland, 
Oregon, which would enhance the 
prospects of the whole section north 
of Reno. 
But they 
were disap- 


pointed for in 
some 
enigmatical 


manner (to them at least) it was never 
built, nor is it possible that it will 
be. As to the character of the cli- 
mate and coil, there is no doubt but 
what everything in the fruit or grain 
line can be raised there in abundance 
and also of the best quality. It has 
been tried by several parties with 
gratifying success, and at the present 
time there are orchards in which 
almost all the different kinds of fruit 
are raised, Bit listed at different points 
in Surprise Valley. But the fruit is 
raised only for fantily use. Cherries 
are among the most thriving and 
abundant fruit, while peaches, apri- 
cots and crab-apples do exceeding- 
ly well. 
Blackberries 
especially 


thrive as well, if not better, than 
they do in thn lower conn ties. And 
now, 
with all these different ad- 


vantages before them and no market 
within 200 miles, is it any wonder 
that the farming class of that section 
are discourged? 
We are speaking 


more strictly of Surprise Valley, for 
to the westward of the valley if. is 
moitly devoid of the above good 
qualities, 
with 
the exception of 


Goose Lake Valley. 
During the 


last year and a half there lias been 
mines discovered to the west of Sur- 
prise about 100 miles, which has 
helped in a small degree to enliven 
the prospects; but they have proved 
almost a failure, and therefore not 
much faith is placed in them, al- 
though they may yet prove all that 
was predicted. Stock raising i» of 
more value than any other occupa- 
tion, while lumbering is only of local 
importance, but if a railroad should 
ever be constructed anywhere near 
t]ie range of mountains on the west- 
ern sirie of the valley. lumbering 
would be tho most important item 
TluH last Winter has bt-ei%un •unusu- 
ally hard one and has left things 
iu thnt section in a deplorable condi- 
tion1, bnt we hope they may see bet- 
ter and more prosperous times be- 
fore a great while.
